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Problem to be solved: To further properly judge the 
normality/abnormality of an organism by obtaining a 
fluorescent observation image with high contrast 
between the normal site of the organism and the 
abnormal site of the organism. 
Solution: Relating to this device, a filter for 
fluorescence transmits a light in a wavelength area 
from 460 nm-560 nm with transmissivity of ^50%, 
transmits a light with wavelength of ^480 nm and a 
light with wavelength of >570 nm with transmissivity 
of $ 0.1%, and the half value width of transmissivity is 
70 nm. Thus, the fluorescent observation image of an 
organism constituted of private fluorescent 
components in a band where a difference between the 
fluorescent intensity of the normal site of the organism 
and the fluorescent intensity of the abnormal site of 
the organism is relatively large is obtained. Relating to 
this fluorescent observation image, contrast between 
the normal site of the organism and the abnormal site 
of the organism becomes higher than a conventional 
manner. 
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
